ment. He remembered that John-on say* 
that Milton gave up his history of England, 
because it was scarcely possible to write his- 
tory with the eyes ol oUmts ; and was stimu- 
lated in the muM of his embanaasments to 

ovorcome them. V.'all might he feel a 
protid mtisfaclion in corMjuering the ob- 
staelea of natnre. Mr. Pieaeou bad four
